A trum- 
peter sounded a charge, which was 
made with swords drawn. Heads were 
not spared, many parsons were in- 
jured and numerous arrests made. 
Tho scattering crowds sought the 
shops and hotels. All the front doors 
of the Hotel de Paris were smashed in 
and a great crowd assembled there. 
The police and guards charged into 
the streets leading to the Puerta Del 
Sol, but the dispersed throngs quickly 
reassembled. 


In the Rue Mcntera some serious 


stone-throwing occurred. Flower pots 
and other missiles were thrown from 
the balconies at policemen, several sst 
whom were injured. One boy is said 
to have been killed. The police -wtre 
obliged to call mounted gendarmes, 
who charged and dispersed the rioters. 


Later fresh riots took place at sev- 


eral points. The gendarmes charged 
with drawn swords and a number 
were wounded. These were carried 
into the pharmacies and cafes. The 
demonstrators replied to the charges 
of the gendarmes with showers of 
stones. 


The authorities have warned the 


newspapers that they must abstain 
from criticisms of acts of the -royal 
family or the publication of news or 
comments calculated to fan the • pres- 
ent agitation.

veloped into one of the natural won- 
ders of the west These deposits must 
have been tnade with remarkable rap- 
idity. Just tea years ago the Jemez 
river rose to an unprecedented height, 
aa<J under the abnormal pressure of'the 
torrent a lower section of the daia gave 
•way, leaving a breach in the wall of 
soda about twenty feet high. When the 
water subsided the lake formed -by'the 
dam was, oT course, destroyed, leaving 
the upper eighty feet of the dam liigii 
and dry. I passed through that section 
of Arizona this last summer and pur- 
posely visited the soda -Jam. 
I was 


most astonished to see that the 20-foot 
breach had been nearly filled in. Th 
soda from the springs had made fresh 
deposits, and gradually patched up the 
hole made in 1S30. At the present ta, 
the breach will be entirely closed in 
another year and the lake will resum-

Caspian to the MoUtorrancaji. 


Tie Volga is the largest river in Eu- 


rope and the Caspian, into which, it 
empties, is the largest inland body of 


in the -world, but neither has a 


natural connection 
with the ocean. 


Freight from the Caspian may go all 
the way either to the Arctic ocean or 
to the Baltic by means of canals that, 
connect the Volga with navigable riv- 
ers flowing either Into the northern or 
the eastern seas; but ia order to reach 
tiie ocean from the Caspian by either 
of these two canal routes it is neces- 
sary to cross the whole of Russia from 
its sositheastern corner, and the routes 
are very long, roundabout and there- 
fore expensive. People who have fol- 
lowed the.progress of the industrial de- 
velopment o£ Russia have long won- 
dered why the Caspian has not long 
ag-o 'been connected with the Black sea. 
This union might he effected by dig- 
ging a canal between the lower Volga' 
and the lower Don at the point where 
they very nearly approach one an- 
other. The country between them is 
almost perfectly flat except tot the 
high hills that skirt the western bank 
of the Volga for some hundreds -of 
miles. 
If it had not been for this 


chain of hills it is probable that the 
Volga-Don canal would have been ia 
operation years-ago. It is now pro- 
posed to dig this canal. The distance 
s only sixty miles, the plans.have, beea 
made and the estimated cost is about 
135,000,000. 
The effect of this, canal 


upon transportation in Russia and a 
>art of Asia would be _far reaching. It 


give Russian Central Asia and 


Northern Persia water communications 
roni the Caspian to tha ocean without 
nvolvlng a journey nortnward oi from

being IS•'54 inches and 28 inches, says 
tho Engineering Magazine. In the case 
of this particular engine, more may be 
said oa behalf of the complex system 
of articulation employed than in the 
case of the smaller but. similar locomo- 
tive. The Russian twelve-wheeler is 
intended for the haulage of immense 
loads, and the ascent of steep grades.
